IV. Times of Refreshing 
If our prayers are not quickly 
answered, we are tempted to be impa- 


tient and discouraged, and to give up. 
But the records of those who, like George 
Mueller, obtained great things from God, 


show that they kept steadily on in per- 
severing prayer. There are so many 
thrilling stories of answered prayer in 
Dr. Prime’s history of the first twenty- 
five years of the Fulton Street Prayer 
Meeting, New York, that one has “an 
embarrassment of riches” and hardly 
knows what to choose. Here are a few 
examples showing the result.of patience 
in prayer. A lady in Pennsylvania wrote: 


“To the glory of God I write to tell you’ 


that my brother, for whom I begged 
your prayers some time ago, has given 
up his infidelity and has found peace in 
Jesus, after a long and hard struggle. 
I had prayed for his conversion for 
nearly twenty years. How much reason 
I have to praise God! The twenty years 
of prayer seems long now, but in the 
light of eternity it will seem but a short 
time, in view of the value of an immortal 
soul.” An evangelist gave this testimony: 
“You who meet here do not need to be 
told that God answers prayer. But for 
the encouragement of parents praying 
for the salvation of their children, I want 
to relate an incident that occurred in 
connection with our work in Kansas. 
We were holding services in a church in 
Leavenworth. Among those attending 
was a young sailor, who seventeen years 
before had run away from home and 
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That night he was laid 
deep conviction of sin, and was 
nabled to trust in Jesus as his 
Saviour. As soon as he was converted, 
he wrote home to tell his parents what

had occurred. Only once before in all 
that seventeen years had he written to 
them. But year after year the father 


prayed for his runaway boy, and firmly 
believed that he should some time hear 
of the young man’s salvation. When the 
letter reached its destination it found 
the father within a few hours of death. 
With joy the dying parent received the 
tidings of answered prayer, and then his 
happy spirit took its heavenward flight.” 
“Nothing is too hard for the Lord.” writes 
Dr. Prime, “not even the heart of ada- 
mant. The infidel is not beyond the 
power of God’s Holy Spirit, and prayer 
for the infidel’s salvation can and does 
prevail.” Doubtless there are many 
among Sunpay ScuHoot TIMeEs readers 
who could bear testimony to this truth; 
but there may be others who are pray- 


ing for unsaved loved ones, and it is 
hoped that these incidents may bring 
encouragement to them.

“And God is able to make all 
grace abound toward you; that 
ye, always having all sufficiency 
in all things, may abound to every 
good work” (2 Cor. 9:8). 
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upside down and shook the whole of 
the Roman Empire. The secret of their 
may be summed up in the one 
word “power.” Wherever they went, 
even right into the heart of pagan Rome, 
their lives, actions, and words awak- 
ened in all those with whom they came 
into contact an awareness of the pres- 
ence of God, and men and women came 
under conviction of sin. 

To meet the needs of the world today 
and to awaken a lethargic Church there 
needs to be a recurrence of the experi- 
ence of Pentecost in all our lives, in each 
one of us individually. So let us con- 


success 


sider how this supernatural power may 
be exercised in and through us indi- 
vidually. 


I do not suggest that we should fol- 
‘ 
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low the example of the early Church in 
waiting for the coming of the Holy Spirit, 
for every believer in Christ already has 
the Holy Spirit in his heart, for we are 
“born of the Spirit”; but I do suggest 
that power can only come from absolute 
submission of our bodies to the lord- 
, ship of the Spirit and waiting upon God 
in prayerful expectancy for the mani- 
festation of the divine presence in these 
bodies of ours. 

If you will read Acts 6:1-8, you will 
note that there was a recurrence of 
Pentecost and it came about in a re- 
markable way. In the first place we 
find the Pentecostal Church face to face 
with a great crisis, “There arose a mur- 
muring of the Grecians against the He- 
brews.” Criticism, dissension, unlove, 
resentment had come into the hearts of 
“born-again” Christians, men and women 
who had experienced in their hearts and 
lives the workings of the Holy Spirit. 
This was the first great sin of the Church 
in Pentecostal days and ever since those 
days the great sin of the Church of God 
has been unhappy dissension, schism, 
criticisms of one another, unlove, and 
unchristian characters and conduct. The 
apostles were dismayed at what they 
were seeing among their converts, and 
called together all the disciples for a 
conference; and we notice that after 
praying and conferring together the 
apostles did not bring before the Church 
those who had caused the murmurings 
and seek to get them to be of one heart 
and one mind, for they knew that this 
dissension had a deeper root than they 
had first thought. They made a public 
confession, which the leaders of the 
Church today should take to heart, when 
they told all the assembled multitude of 
Christians: “It is not reason that we 
should leave the word of God, and serve 
tables. Wherefore, brethren, look ye 
out among you seven men of honest re- 
port, full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, 
whom we may appoint over this busi- 
ness. But we will give ourselves con- 
tinually to prayer, and to the ministry 
of the word.” 

Thereby the apostles publicly con- 
fessed that they themselves were the 
cause of the failure in the Church. For 
in the work of administering the new 
Church, they, the leaders, had been giv- 
ing too much time to administration and 
too little time to God for prayer and 
study of His Word, and immediately 
they rectified this, and appointed seven 
men of honest report to help them in 
the Church administration. Then came 
another manifestation of Pentecost. 

Now what was the result of this re- 
organization of the Church? Verse 7 
tells us: “And the word of God in- 
creased; and the number of the disciples 
multiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and a 
great company of the priests were obe- 
dient to the faith.” In effect, there was 
a recurrence of Pentecost which once 
again stirred the whole of Jerusalem 
and a number of those who, a few 
s 
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months previously were instrumental in 
crucifying the Lord, became “obedient 
to the faith.” 

Is it at all possible today for such an 
experience to be ours? We, too, could 
have a recurrence of Pentecost, on the 
same lines, provided that our Church 
leaders would do what the apostles did, 
that is, give up a great deal of Church 
administration and spend much more 
time in prayer and in the reading and 
study of God’s Word. They would then 
stand before their people, Sunday by 
Sunday, having come from the presence 
of God, with a confidence and assurance 
and grace and power so that all who 
heard them would be conscious that they 
are indeed the Lord’s messengers. The 
Holy Spirit within them would then do 
His own converting work in those that 
hear. 

The second great decision the apostles 
made was that men were chosen to help 
them to carry out their divine work, and 
these men had five outstanding charac- 
teristics. If we are to have a recurrence 
of Pentecost, our Church officers, super- 
intendents of Sunday schools, Sunday 
school teachers, choir leaders, and choir 
members must have those qualifications 
which will bring about this recurrence. 
What then are these qualities? (1) Full 
of the Holy Ghost (Acts 6:3); (2) full 
of wisdom (6:3); (3) full of faith (6:5); 
(4) full of grace (6:8, R.V.); (5) full of 
power (6:8). The word “power” in the 
Greek is dunamis, from which we get 
our word “dynamite,” and the power 
that was released in this recurrence of 
Pentecost was caused by Heaven’s dyna- 
mite. 

I have not time to outline each of these 
five characteristics, but if the first—‘full 
of the Spirit” (R.V.)—is literally ful- 
filled all the rest will follow. Now what 
does this experience really mean? It 
is one thing for us to be “born of... 
the Spirit” and to know that we have 
the Holy Spirit in our hearts and pos- 
sess Him: but it is quite another thing 
for the Holy Spirit to have us, possess 


us, control us, and direct us. Here is 
the secret of Pentecostal grace and 
power: men and women whose bodies 


are the temples of the living God, whose 
lives are directed and controlled only by 
the Spirit, whose one aim in life is to 
be obedient to the Holy Spirit’s guid- 
ance and teaching. 

I am going to give a simple illustra- 
tion of what I mean; but, when I give 
this illustration, I do not mean we are 
all of us called to live the life that 
David Brainerd did; but we are all called 
to give our bodies and our whole beings 
to the Lordship of the Spirit as he did. 
David Brainerd, as a young man, wrote 
in his diary: 

“Here I am, Lord, send me—send me 
to the ends of the earth—send me to the 
rough and savage pagans of the wilderness 
—send me from all that is called comfort 
on the earth—send me even to death 
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itself, if it be in Thy service and to pro- 
mote Thy kingdom.” 

God sent that young fellow to do a 
piece of work that then seemed to be a 
superhuman task—to evangelize the Red 
Indians. Wherever that man went in 
his short missionary career there was a 
miraculous demonstration of divine 
power. Thousands were converted, 
tribes were reformed, drunkenness was 
overcome, and immorality ceased. I 
know nothing more nearly resembling 
Pentecost than the scenes which fol- 
lowed his preaching at a place called

Was Calvary a Hill? 


I have just finished reading Dr. Frank 
E. Gaebelein’s [first] two articles on 
“Mountain Views.” In one paragraph 
he lists Calvary with Ararat, Moriah, 
Sinai, Zion, Hermon, Gerazim, and 
Olivet. In another paragraph he says, 
“Nor can we ever forget that the ‘Cross 
on which the Prince of Life died’ was 
set upon a hill.” Where in the 
Scriptures is it stated Christ was cru- 
cified on a hill?—An Ohio reader. 
Dr. Gaebelein quite naturally took the 
view generally held by Bible students 
when he spoke of Calvary as a mountain 


or hill. Calvary is mentioned only once 
in the King James Version, in Luke 
23:33: “And when they were come to 


the place, which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him, and the malefactors, 
one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left.” Matthew, Mark, and John all 
use the word “Golgotha’—“which is, 
being interpreted, The place of a skull” 
(Mark 15:22). 

The Bible does not say that Christ was 
crucified on a hill. But many archae- 
ologists and commentators have believed 
that Calvary was a hill. “The name is 
derived from the Latin calvaria, more 
rarely calvarium, a skull . . . correspond- 
ing to the Aramaic Golgotha . .. Jerome 
supposed that the name arose from un- 
covered or unburied skulls: others have 
thought rather of a place of execution. 
The common explanation is that the 
name was due to the cranial shape of 
the rock or hillock, although the ex- 
pression mount Calvary is modern” 
(Davis Bible Dictionary). 

“Four reasons have been suggested for 
the name Golgotha or ‘skull’: (1) That 
it was a spot where skulls were to be 
found lying about and probably, there- 
fore, a public place of execution. This 
tradition apparently originates with Je- 
rome... (2) That the name was due to 
the skull-like shape of the hill—a mod- 
ern popular view. No early Latin or 
Greek writer suggests such an idea, and 
there is no evidence from the Gospels 
that the Crucifixion occurred on a raised 
place .at all. ... (3) That the name is

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How We Create an Interest in Evangelical Missions 


A six-point plan that has brought 


gratifying results 


O AID in stimulating an active per- 
sonal interest in evangelical mis- 
sions the Missionary Committee of 
the Sunday school of the Arlington 
Presbyterian Church, Baltimore, has de- 
vised a year-round program of activities. 

The foundation of this program, which 
consists of six parts, is the twenty-two 
missionaries to whose support our Sun- 
day school and church contribute. We 
feel obligated to present to our people 
the work the missionaries are so vitally 
carrying forward. 

To each of the “missionaries is 
signed a missionary representative, who 
between the field and 
our church. The missionary represen- 
tatives constitute the Missionary Com- 
mittee which meets regularly to carry 
out the following plan: 

1. The publication of a quarterly mis- 


as- 


serves as liaison 


sionary paper entitled Tidings From 
Abroad. It contains four pages, 5%x8'% 
inches. and is distributed with the 


church bulletin, preferably on Commun- 
ion Sundays (when the dates coincide) 
to assure as large a distribution as pos- 
sible. 

The first three devoted to 
news from the field. and in these each 
missionary is given equal space in alter- 
nate issues. Page four carries a brief 
appeal for prayer: and this is followed 
by a Prayer Calendar and Directory of 
all of our missionaries, giving complete 
mailing addresses and cost of air and 
surface postage. 

The January issue is a special New 


pages are 


Year’s number and carries a message 
from each of our missionaries. We ask 


that the message be exhortative in con- 
tent, so that the issue may be a broad- 
side to motivate our membership to 
greater effort at the beginning of the 
year. 

2. To assure individual treatment of the 
work in specific fields a two-year cycle 
of rallies has been projected. The world 
is divided into four geographical areas 
—China, India. Africa, and the Amer- 
icas—and each fall a church-wide mis- 
sionary rally is held. The rally is pre- 
ceded by dinner, and held on Friday 
evening as a means of attracting teen- 
agers who should have that evening free. 

Careful attention is given to the themes 
of the rallies, which are generally plan- 
ned six months in advance; and every 
effort is made to vary the program with 
the thought uppermost in mind of at- 
tracting those whose interest in foreign 
missions needs to be cultivated and who 
ordinarily would find something else to 
do when a missionary program is of- 
fered. For example, a chow mein dinner 


“And other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold: them also I must 
bring . . .” (John 10:16). This is 
the key verse of the missionary 
quarterly that is a vital part of the 
annual program described in_ this 
article. It is a practical one, which 
could easily be followed in other 
churches. Mr. Mering, a Christian 
man in the insurance business, is 
chairman of the Missionary Commit- 
tee of the Sunday School of the 
Arlington Presbyterian Church, Balti- 
more, of which Dr. T. Roland Philips 
is the pastor. 








was served in connection with the China 
Rally and the setting was as typically 
Chinese as possible. Chopsticks were 
used and the menu was supplemented 
with salted watermelon seeds and al- 
mond cookies purchased from a Chinese 
restaurant. The tables were without 
cloths, and the men were required to 
sit on one side and the women on the 
other in Chinese style. 

In Latin America we have ten mis- 
sionaries. To present the work in this 
field, slides were made of each mission- 
ary family from simple snapshots. As 
these were shown on a screen the mis- 
sionary representative, seated behind the 
screen, read the biographical sketch of 
the respective missionary, quoted his life 
verse, and a quartet sang his favorite 
hymn. 

The program ran only fifty-nine min- 
utes, but we believe this to be an ad- 
vantage, as many expressed the opinion 
that it should have been longer, which 
is undoubtedly the better way to have 
an audience leave. 

At the dinner in connection with this 
rally the table decorations consisted of 
three grapefruit spaced evenly on each 
table and on which were painted two 
maps of Latin America. A small flag 
of one of the Latin countries, made from 
crepe paper and mounted on a skewer, 
was inserted in the top of each grape- 
fruit. The grapefruit were joined by 
liberal strands of ivy. Twelve large flags 
hung from the ceiling, interspersed with 
large placards bearing the names and 
countries of our various missionaries in 
this area. 

The rallies are advertised by means 
of a full-page announcement which ap- 
pears in the church bulletin the Sunday 
immediately before the rally. and also 
repeated announcements from the plat- 
form of the Senior and Intermediate de- 
partments of the Sunday school. 

The attendance at the rallies averages 
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200, and on one occasion there were 350 
present. 

3. Missionary Sunday is observed the 
Sunday following each rally and repre- 
sents perhaps our most comprehensive 
effort. Here the missionary message is 
presented in all of the departments of 
the Sunday school, beginning with the 
Primary Department and culminating 
in a joint meeting of the adult Bible 
classes. At the eleven o’clock church 
service a missionary is the speaker, while 
at the evening service our pastor. Dr. 
T. Roland Philips, closes the day with 
a missionary appeal. The Christian En- 
deavor Societies meet jointly to hear a 
missionary speak. 

4. To sustain Tidings From Abroaa, 
the rallies, and missionary Sunday, which 
constitutes a periodic effort, each month 
from September to June, according to a 
prearranged schedule, a missionary rep- 
resentative speaks in the departments of 
the Sunday school to tell of the work of 
his particular missionary. Thus we hope 
to acquaint the coming generation with 
the individuals who constitute our mis- 
sionary effort and perchance hem 
an insight into the opportunities of for- 
eign missions as a career. 

To call the attention of our adult mem- 
bership to the presentation that has been

made in the Sunday school, a large bul- 
letin board is arranged each month in 
the vestibule of the church which can 


be viewed very easily by all who enter 
church 

5. To keep Sunday and 
church aware of missionary needs, when 
some activity is not featured, appeals 
appear in the church bulletin and 
also made from the platforms of the sev- 
eral departments of the Sunday school 
for printed matter and back numbers of 
evangelical papers and magazines, These 
are forwarded to Nigeria as an aid to the 
colportage work being carried on by one 
of our missionaries in that country,

6. A well-rounded program, we believe, 
should include some personal considera- 
tion for our missionaries. In answer to 
their oft-repeated requests for mail and 
still more mail, for news and still more 
news, we issue a mimeograpled sheet 
entitled The Quarterly Newsletter. which 
is mailed regularly to our missionaries 
and contains a résumé of church and 
Sunday school news. The response from 
the field convinces us that this is a 
morale builder. 

To implement this program requires 
many hours of work, but we believe the 
time is well spent and the effort more

That Discipline Problem 
By Sylvia Mattson 


S IT possible to use discipline in the 
I Sunday school in such a manner that 

the pupils will like it? Some boys 
and girls, because of their home train- 
ing, or lack of it, have not developed 
a sense of reverence toward God's house, 
so it becomes necessary for Sunday 
school superintendents and teachers to 
use some form of discipline. 

There are numbers of “do’s” and 
“don’t’s” that make for good behavior in 
the Sunday school: 

1. The teacher must be at least “one 
step” above the pupils in order to ex- 
ercise authority over them. Therefore, 
the selection of teachers is very impor- 
tant. It is not only necessary to select 
teachers older than the pupils, but it is 
also essential that certain qualities of 
character be taken into consideration, 
namely, sincerity, sympathy, alertness, 
dignity, kindness, tactfulness, and en- 
thusiasm. Teachers who possess these 
characteristics have less difficulty in 
maintaining order in the classroom. 

2. The teacher’s attitude toward the 
pupils has much to do with the discipline 
problem. As most of us know, many boys 
and girls live in the “idol stage.” Thus, 
the teacher may use the child’s natural 
affection as a means of discipline. Be- 
fore the teacher can expect affection from 
her pupils, she must show affection toward 
them. Many children will do things for 
the teacher because they love her. The 
teacher must never show favoritism in 
the class. She should strive for the 
child’s confidence by “sticking to her 
word.” 

3. The subject matter and method of 
teaching have their effect upon the 
pupils. The Sunday school lesson should 
always be short. Children, when re- 
quired to sit a long time, become restless. 
The lesson period for children should be 
much shorter than the time allotted for 
adults. This throws more time into the 
opening worship service for the whole 
department where children can be 
allowed to stand occasionally and get rid 
of some of the “wiggles.” 

Children like variety. Permit the 
pupils to select the teaching methods 
that they like best. Give them slips 
upon which you have written: ( ) object 
lesson, ( ) Bible stories, ( ) flannelboard, 
( ) chalk talks, and ( ) pictures. Ask 
the pupils to place the number “1” be- 
fore the method he likes best; then to 
make a second and third cHoice. Many 
departments have a lesson period in the 
worship service. The teacher should 
check with the superintendent to see 
what method is to be used in that les- 


son period, and she should avoid using 
the same method of teaching. The super- 
intendent and teachers should always 
see that one “favorite” method is used 
each Sunday. 

In one department where I taught, the 
superintendent assigned the lessons in the 
worship period to various teachers. One 
teacher told missionary stories in such a 
manner that she could hold the pupils, 
including the boys, spellbound. She was 
assigned the first Sunday of each month 
to give a missionary story. The “artistic” 
teacher was given the blackboard lesson, 
and the other two either gave flannel- 
board lessons or object lessons. We met 
each month and decided which teacher 
would give the decision lesson for the 
month. Thus, the superintendent used 
each talent in her department to help 
the discipline problem. 

4. The pupil should be a part of the 
Sunday school. Permit students to hand 
out song books and Bibles. Also allow 
them the privilege of taking the special 
offerings. Since it is not possible to 
have children running around all the 
time, the superintendent and teachers 
must keep the pupils’ thoughts busy 
through the lessons given. In older 
groups, student participation may over- 
come some of the discipline problem. 

5. Prizes may be given to improve 
the discipline. If your Sunday school 
has a program whereby pupils receive 
points for attendance and for bringing 
their Bibles why not add another point 
for reverence or attention. A lesson on the 
love of God’s house should be given if 
the other point is added. When the pupil 
takes over the discipline problem, you 
will not have so much trouble. 

6. The pupil’s obedience to the will of 
God will have its effect upon the dis- 
cipline. Some of the troublesome boys 
have changed overnight after accepting 
Christ as their Saviour. A decision les- 
son should be given at least once a 
month in the department. 

In well-organized Sunday schools 
there is no such thing as “smart-aleck- 
ism,” and there should be no such thing 
as becoming “accustomed” to misbe- 
havior in a Sunday school,

OO often our Sunday school’s ob-

For His merciful kindness is great 

toward us: and the truth of the Lord 

endureth for ever. Praise ye the 

Lord.” 

Psalm 136:1.—“O give thanks unto 
the Lord: for he is good: for his 
mercy endureth for ever.” 

Every Sunday during the month sing 
some of the great thanksgiving hymns. 
If their use is confined to one Sunday, 
once a year, how can the beauty and 
significance of their message be fully 
understood? Every service in the month 
should include such hymns as, “We 
plow the fields and scatter the good 
seed on the land, but it is fed and 
watered by God’s almighty hand”; 
“Come, Ye Thankful People, Come, Raise 
the Song of Harvest-Home”; and, “We 
Gather Together.” Even the Primary 
children can understand the words of 
these hymns and will remember their 
majestic beauty. Of course there are 
many other beautiful hymns suitable for 
this season, but the three mentioned are 
universally known. 

Each Sunday tell a little story con- 
cerning the customs of certain peoples 
regarding the harvest time. A Syrian 
Christian minister told this story to some 
Americans: 

“IT count as among the most precious 
memories of my childhood my going 
with my father to the vineyard just as 
the vines began to come out, and hearing 
him say as he touched the swelling buds, 
‘Blessed be the Creator. He is the 
Supreme Giver. May He protect and 
bless the increase.’ ” 

In our own country, some Christian 
farmers never plant a field without pray- 
ing that the Giver of the Increase may 
bless and protect it. The planters of 
old, in many countries, did not fail to 
surround their planting and reaping with 
religious rites and ceremonies. The har- 
vester ushered in the harvest with 
prayer, with Scripture, with song, and 
with Psalm. 

In England in olden times there was 
much ceremony connected with the 
ushering in of the harvest season: In 
part, it was somewhat like the ancient 
customs of the Hebrew people. One of 
the most charming descriptions of such 
an occasion is to be found in “Lorna 
Doone” where John Ridd, the farmer, 
tells the story. 

“Then the golden harvest came, wav- 
ing on the broad hillside and nestling 
in the quiet nooks—a wealth of harvest 
such as never gladdened all our coun- 
tryside since my father ceased to reap 
and his sickle hung to rust. All the par- 
ish was assembled in our upper court- 
yard, for we were to open the harvest 
that year. We started in proper order, 
therefore, as our practice is: first, the 
parson, wearing his gown and cassock, 
with the parish Bible in his hand and a 
sickle strapped behind him. All our 
family came next, I leading Mother with 
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one hand, in the other bearing my 
father’s hook, and with a loaf of our own 
bread.” 

Then after going into a detailed de- 
scription of the order in which the rest 
of the parish came in the procession, he 
says: “There must have been three- 
score of us, take one with another, and 
the lane was full of people. When we 
were come to the big field gate, where 
the first sickle was to be, Parson Bow- 
den said, ‘In the name of the Lord, 
Amen.’ ‘Amen, so be it,’ said the clerk. 
Then Parson Bowden read some verses 
from the parish Bible, telling us to lift 
up our eyes and look on the fields al- 
ready white to the harvest. Then he 
laid his Bible down on the gatepost and, 
despite his gown and cassock, three good 
swipes he cut of corn. Then Mother 
entered, leaning on me, and we both 
said, ‘Thank the Lord for all His mercies, 
and these the first fruits of His hand.’ 
Then the clerk gave out a Psalm, verse 
by verse, and, when the Psalm was sung, 
we all fell to at reaping.” 

Such incidents as these may be worked 
into the regular program, one by one, 
and cannot fail but to impress the chil- 
dren. It makes for a real religious sig- 
nificance of the day, and helps to bring 
us back from turkey and football to the 
fundamentals underlying Thanksgiving.

How a Church Solved Its 
Money Problems 
By E. Wayne Stahl 


T THE left of the machine on which 
these words are being typed is a fil- 
ing card. Notations on it are as follows: 


December January 














1st Sunday $ 29.36 $ 66.59

This was a record of the treasurer of 
a certain church in the city where I live. 
The first column shows its receipts for 
the month just before it embarked on 
the adventure I am about to relate; the 
sezond column shows the results after 
only four weeks of such adventuring. 
Considerably more than twice as much 
money came in for the latter period as 
was received during the former one. 

If, as the saying is, “A thing is true 
if it works,” then tithing is surely the 
true financial system for a church. For 
the adventure to which I refer was a 
setting aside of a tenth of their income, 
by members of this congregation, for 
Christian giving. 

During the first year that the Rev. 
Mr. M— had been with this congrega- 
tion, a rather hit-or-miss plan of getting 
money for expenses and for benevolent 
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enterprises had been in effect. In addi- 
tion to contributions from members and 
friends, there was also dependence on 
fairs, suppers, entertainments, and the 
like, for raising funds. 

In December the minister preached a 
sermon on tithing, showing that it is 
Scriptural, and that God will honor in- 
dividuals and churches practicing it. 
Then the pastor put a challenge to his 
people: 

“For this coming month of January, 
let us take a venture. Let us become 
a tithing church, and prove the Lord 
when He says, ‘Bring ye all the tithes 
into the storehouse, ... and I will pour 
you out a blessing.’” 

There was no compulsion; pledges were 
not even taken. The proposition was 
simply put up to the people in the name 
of the Lord. The privilege side of the 
matter was emphasized, rather than duty. 
It was understood there would be no 
resort to bazaars, suppers, and the like, 
during this month of January, the “prov- 
ing” month. 

The results of the response of the peo- 
ple of that congregation to that chal- 
lenge are seen in the figures at the be- 
ginning of this report. So satisfactory 
were these results for that one month, 
that the church decided to continue its 
tithing plan. 

The funds that have come in for mis- 
sions and other causes alone, are reason 
for rejoicing. 

With the old system, one hundred and 
fifty dollars were contributed yearly for 
benevolences. And it was “something 
of a job,” to use the expression of one 
of the prominent members of the church, 
as he talked to me about the “adventure,” 
to raise even this amount. 

For the first year of tithing the con- 
gregation gave hundreds of dollars to 
missions and other excellent enterprises. 
Recently, eight hundred dollars were 
used for such purposes! And all this 
without the effort that had characterized 
the old days of suppers and entertain- 
ments. The Lord indeed proved Himself 
the promise-keeping One. It would seem 
that not only “the windows of Heaven” 
had been “opened” to let down the bless- 
ing, but that even the casements were 
taken out to make room for the heavenly 
downpouring. 

Of course all current expenses have 
been easily and immediately met. No 
more does the church treasurer have a 
burden of spirit, knowing that the pay- 
ment of the pastor's salary is in arrears, 
or that bills for fuel and light, or for 
other necessities, are not being paid 
promptly. 

The sustained success of this church’s 
tithing is partly due to the fact that the 
congregation is kept educated as to its 
privileges, advantages, and duties. The 
minister who followed the pastor who 
inaugurated the new financial system 
was enthusiastically for it also, and re- 
peatedly preaches about it. In addition

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to this he, from time to time, puts 
in the church bulletin short articles 
about tithing. Thus the congregation 
was “established” as tithers. Such in- 
doctrination is an important factor in 
making permanent for a church this 
“more excellent way” of securing funds 
for the Lord’s work. 

One of the gratifying things about the 
“adventure” is that a number of young 
people are taking part in it. What will 
this not mean in the way of successful 
living for them in the new, strange days 
that the future holds for them? 

They will be able to add to the testi- 
mony of many Christian businessmen 
over the country, who declare that, to 
a very considerable extent, the pros- 
perity of their enterprises has been due 
to the fact that they have honored God 
as their partner by paying Him a tenth 
of their profits. 

Would this church be willing to go 
back to the former ways of raising 
money by suppers? If a vote were taken 
doubtless there would be a practically 
unanimous “No!” As one member put it, 
“We would not return to the ‘flesh pots 
of Egypt.’” 

Not only has the church been blessed 
financially, but, more important, in a 
spiritual way. Its members have a defi- 
nite, triumphant testimony as to the joy 
of the Lord in their souls. Salvation is 
not just a theory with them, but “a liv- 
ing, bright reality.” 

In their public services it is inspiring 
to note how zestfully they sing the songs 
of the Kingdom. How radiant with the 
gladness of the saved are their faces 
when they assemble at the midweek 
prayer meeting. This congregation is 
one of the most spiritual in a city of 
a hundred thousand people. There is, 
I steadfastly believe, a direct connection 
between this soul victory and the fact 
that the members tithe. 

Not only has the tithing method of 
this local church resulted in prosperity 
for the organization, but individuals have 
found that, having “honored the Lord 
with their substance,” their temporal 
affairs have been financially blessed. One 
or two examples will illustrate this fact. 
Many more could be given. 

One man stated that, when he and his 
wife were both holding a job, they were 
contributors to the church, though not 
tithers. Later his wife stopped work. 
He had become a tither, and testified 
that, even with this reduced income, he 
paid four times as much money to the 
church as formerly, and had more money 
for his own needs than before. 

Another member testified to me that 
as he increased his offerings to the Lord, 
his opportunities for work increased, 
with more pay coming in. Referring to 
tithing, he said: “It works! It works! 
I know it works,”

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Can We Hold Sunday School 
Teachers? 
By Ruth Sara Reese 


O DIRECTOR of religious education 

can say that she has not encount- 
ered difficulties in securing and holding 
teachers in the Sunday school. 

Back of the problem lie certain flaws 
in our Christian conduct and thinking 
it is true—the average church member’s 
indifference to any responsibility about 
the work of the church; the inescapable 
fact that any work without pay is not 
taken as seriously as work with pay 
and the practice of leaving a_ willin: 
worker with a class, year in, year out 
because no other teacher is available. 

A conscientious teacher accepts a chal- 
lenging demand for her services only 
after serious consideration of the sacri- 
fices that this Christian service will en- 
tail. Not only will the work require 
hours of planning and preparation, if she 
is to ‘give her best to the Lord, but it 
usually means staying on the job Sun- 
day after Sunday for years, often when 
she is half sick, because substitutes are 
difficult to find in some churches. It 
will mean giving of her time and energy 
to become acquainted with each individ- 
ual in her class, through group social 
functions and single and small group 
contacts. Few or no week-end expedi- 
tions can she allow herself, once she has 
accepted the new responsibility. Natu- 
rally, she will pray earnestly and face 
the facts before saying, “Yes.” That 
kind of teacher we need to hold. 

The First Presbyterian Church of Kil- 
gore, Texas, with a membership of about 
seven hundred, has done something to 
help solve the problem of holding its 
teachers. Miss Lucille Russell, director 
of religious education there, has worked 
out a plan to give teachers not only 
substitutes when they are ill or out of 
town, but also a regular vacation each 
year. Realizing that classes do best with 
one teacher most of the time, but that 
teachers grow stale if kept on the job 
too steadily, she set to work recruiting 
substitute teachers to take the place of 
regular teachers for a month or two 
months during the summer, or during 
any time that the teacher preferred 
take -her “vacation.” 

If your church is small, you may be 
thinking, “‘That wouldn’t work here. We 
can’t even find enough regular teachers"” 
But it may work better than you think 
Vacation substitutes are not difficult to 
secure because they are assured of not 
signing their lives away, not being placed 
in the embarrassing situation of being 
argued into permanent service at the 
end of the month’s work because “no one 
else will take the class.” From the regular 
teacher’s viewpoint, the plan works well, 
too. The most capable and consecrated 
potential teachers are always the busies 
people in the church. They will much 
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more readily become regular teachers 
if they know they will have an efficient 
substitute during the year, and a vaca- 
tion of substantial length once a year. 
That breathing spell affords, too, a fresh 
outlook and new enthusiasm when they 
return. 

If public school teachers, who are paid, 
need a long vacation, why not afford the 
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unpaid, faithful Sunday school teacher 
a respite from her work regularly? The 
Kilgore church has successfully practiced 
this plan for several years. Try it. It 
will help to bring longer tenure to your 
teaching staff, and more joy and en- 
thusiasm in the work of your Sunday 
school.

I know I was 
not such an oratorical or leadership 
genius, that I would have been the only 
one to be approached in this way and 
with a similar offer.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
"Ton Pastoral Epistles (1 and 2 Tim- 
othy and Titus) were written during 
a period of great activity. Paul had 
quite a staff of assistants, whom he would 
commission to certain sections for spe- 
cific ministries, and then move them on. 
Among these assistants were Timothy, 
Titus, Trophimus, Tychicus, and Arte- 
mas. Even during his final imprisonment 
Paul was “shuffling” his men back and 
forth according to the special needs of 
the varieus districts and the special ap- 
titudes of the men. 

There is no record of Paul’s visit to 
the island of Crete, apart from the allu- 
sion in Titus 1:5. It may have been on 
his way back from Spain, after release 
from his first Roman imprisonment. At 
any rate, he did not remain there long 
enough to complete the organization of 
the infant church, but left Titus there 
to finish that task (1:5). Somewhere 
during his journey from Crete to Nicop- 
olis (at which latter place he intended 
to spend the winter), Paul wrote this 
brief pastoral Letter to Titus, giving in- 
structions for his work in Crete, and in- 
dicating that he would be released by 
Artemas or Tychicus, so that he could 
join the apostle at Nicopolis (3:12). 
Opinion differs as to the exact year of 
Paul’s death. The years 66, 67, and 68 
are all suggested. This Letter would be 
written the year before the martyrdom. 

While the great Pauline doctrine of 
grace rings out in this little Letter (2:11; 
8:5-7), its insistence on good works (2:

7, 14; 3:1, 8, 14) reminds one of James, 
while there is a touch of Peter in 2:12- 
14. Indeed the diversities of these three 
are shown to be completely harmonious 
in this little gem. I do not mean that 
Paul intentionally wrote it as a “har- 
mony,” but we cannot fail to sense the 
unity of spirit. It is a kind of meeting 
of the waters. 


Verse by Verse 

Titus 2:7, 8a—‘“Shewing thyself a pat- 
tern of good works: in doctrine... 

He who would com- 
mand good works (3:1, 8, 14) must prac- 
tice them.

Verse 4.—“But after that the kindness 
and love of God our Saviour toward man 
appeared.” The phrase “love .. . toward 
man” is one word in the Greek, from 
which we derive our word philanthropy. 
In the Greek of 2:13 the title “God and 

. Saviour” is definitely applied to Jesus 
Christ. 


Verse 5.—“Not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done... his mercy 

. the washing of regeneration, and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost.” Strong em- 
phasis on the “we.” “Works of righteous- 
ness” are works done in righteousness. 
To these we cannot lay claim, so our sal- 
vation does not spring from them. For 
“the washing of regeneration” see Topics 
for Development. 

Verse 6.—“Which he shed on us abun- 
dantly through Jesus Christ our Sav- 
iour.” “Shed” means “poured out.” The 
same word is used of the Holy Spirit in 
Acts 2:17, 18, 33. Notice that the divine 
title of Saviour (v. 4) is here given to 
Jesus Christ. 

Verse 7.—“That being justified by his 
grace, we should be made heirs.” Typ- 
ical Pauline language. See Romans 3: 
24; 4:13; 8:17; Galatians 4:7. 

Verse 8—“A faithful saying . . . that 
they which have believed in God might 
be careful to maintain good works.” An- 
other of the faithful sayings (see 1 Tim 
1:15; 3:1; 4:9; 2 Tim. 2:11), and a very 
practical one. See how the great expo 
nent of grace is insistent on good works. 


Verse 9.—“But avoid foolish questions 
. for they are unprofitable and vatn. 
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Lesson for September 20 


Much time can be wasted, and much 
division created, over questions which 
have no bearing on salvation. By stick- 
ing to vital doctrine we shall be more 
useful and fruitful. 

Verse 10.—‘A man that is an heretick 
after the first and second admonition re- 
ject.” A heretic is one who chooses his 
own doctrine rather than being in- 
structed by the Word. It is likely that 
the rejection here in mind is excommu- 
nication from the fellowship of the 
church. 

Verse 11.—‘“. . . subverted .. . being 
condemned of himself.” For “subverted” 
read “perverted.” The heretic’s mind is 
twisted and incapable of sound judgment, 
and he stands self-condemned. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The Christian is still living in this 
world, sustaining the same earthly rela- 
tionships as others. But for him every 
relationship is a sphere in which to dis- 
play the reality of Christ. While he is 
not saved by good works, he is saved 
“unto good works, which God hath be- 
fore ordained that we should walk in 
them” (Eph. 2:10). 

Our life as citizens is to be marked by 
good works, which will include subjec- 
tion and obedience to duly established 
powers, and an attitude of tolerance and 
meekness toward our fellows. Remem- 
brance of our own sinnerhood will make 
us slow to sit in judgment on others, for 
we shall keep in mind that the salvation 
which we enjoy was not earned by meri- 
torious deeds of ours, but came to us in 
God’s kindness and philanthropy, re- 
quiring no less an operation than “the 
washing of regeneration.” 

While rejoicing in the doctrine of sal- 
vation, we shall remember the “faithful 
saying” which requires that “they which 
have believed in God ... be careful to 
maintain good works.” This will help 
us to keep balance, and save us’from en- 
gaging in unprofitable and fruitless de- 
bates on a lot of side issues which are 
only confusing, and tend to division. In 
other words, we shall avoid the heretical 
spirit, which is so destructive of the 
unity of the church that it calls for stern 
discipline. Instead of sowing dissention 
by means of “foolish questions,” we are 
called upon to have a watchful care over 
the needs of our fellow saints, and min- 
ister to them. 

So good works will make us good cit- 
izens; good works will complement and 
balance our doctrine; and good works 
will save us from engaging in heretical 
contentions.

Topics for Development 


“The washing of regeneration” (3:5). 
The Greek word here translated “wash- 
ing” really means “laver,” such as the 
laver which was in the court of the Tab- 
ernacle in the Old Testament. Paul is 
using the figure of speech called me- 
tonymy, by which one thing stands for 
another. So here the object in which the 
washing was done stands for the washing 
itself. The King James translators just 
dropped the figure of speech and gave 
us the sense. 

But what does “the washing of regen- 
eration” mean? Sacramentarians, in- 
cluding Roman Catholics, take it to mean 
baptism. This is quite an arbitrary in- 
terpretation on the part of those who 
are committed to the doctrine of bap- 
tismal regeneration. That baptism may 
be a symbol of the “washing of regen- 
eration” we shall not deny, but that it 
is the “washing of regeneration” is con- 
trary to the whole New Testament con- 
ception. Spiritual experience must be by 
spiritual means. 

In Ephesians 5:26 we are told that 
Christ sanctifies and cleanses the church 
“with the washing of water by the word.” 
Here the same word is used (loutron, 
laver), and “of water” is added making 
the figure even more vivid. But see the 
explanation immediately following—“by 
the word.” Here, then, the water of 
sanctification is the Word, not some sac- 
rament.

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In the Ephesian verse, then, the “laver” 
is spiritual, and the explanation stands 
alongside. So we may expect the “laver” 
of our verse in Titus to be spiritual, and 
perhaps an explanation stands alongside 
it, too. Notice how “the washing of re- 
generation” is immediately followed by 
“and renewing of the Holy Ghost.” As 
is well known, the Greek word for “and” 
(kai) frequently means “even,” so that 
what follows is not an addition, but an 
explanation of what has gone before. 
Try that here. There is nothing, gram- 
matically or doctrinally, to hinder its 
being so. Thus the “washing of regener- 
ation” would be explained as “renewing 
of the Holy Ghost”—which it actually is! 
To me this is both simple and sound. I 
do not believe that baptism is here in 
view at all. I realize that in this matter 
I have to differ from many godly and 
scholarly commentators, but I still feel 
that they have read a previously held 
doctrine into the passage. Regeneration 
is a washing, and it is the work of the 
Holy Spirit. 

Personal Applications

Good behavior is a minister’s best an- 
swer to his opponents (2:8). 

A good Christian is not in the business 
of “beating the government” (3:1). 

Nothing will so keep us from slander- 
ing another as a deep sense of our own 
sinfulness (3:2). 

The best cure for absorption in “fool- 
ish questions” is concentration on faith- 
ful sayings (3:8, 9). 

Golden Text 

Titus 3:14.—“. . . maintain good works 
for necessary uses.” “Distributing to the 
necessity of saints” (Rom. 12:13) is one 
phase of the “good works” required of 
us. Whether the “necessity” be that of 
a missionary in the “regions beyond” or 
that of a poor widow around the corner 
is all one. They are both the concern of 
the Christian.

After the Lesson.—Three times in our 
lesson, and then in our Golden Text, 
Paul stresses that good works should 
mark a Christian life. Such emphasis 
shows how important the good life is in 
a Christian. Yet this same lesson teaches 
that our good works do not save us. “Not 
by works of righteousness which we have

done, but according to his mercy he 
saved us...,” it says. We cannot earn 
salvation. It is God’s gift. But truly 
saved people bring forth good wonks be- 
cause their hearts are changed. 

When Hudson Taylor was in his teens 
he drifted into a worldly life, but he had 
a good mother and at times felt drawn 
to be a Christian. At such times he 
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would try to make himself a Christian 
by turning over a new leaf. But it didn’t 
work, and soon he was back where he 
had been. But his mother kept praying, 
and one day Mudson read a tract en- 
titled, “It Is Finished.” By it he learned 
that at the Cross our Lord did-all the 
work needed for us to be saved, that all 
we need to do is to accept the Saviour 
and His salvation and rejoice in Him. 
This he did, and from then on he knew 
he was a Christian, not by any works of 
righteousness which he had done, but by 
simple trust in His Saviour and the work 
He finished at Calvary. 

But so real and precious was the Lord 
Jesus to him that Hudson Taylor just 
had to dedicate himself fully to the Lord, 
and so he lived to found the China In- 
land Mission and do many good works 
for his Lord in needy China. He was not 
saved by works, but he showed the 
reality of his salvation by the good work 
he did.

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The Busy Men’s Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“In all things shewing thyself a pat- 
tern” (Titus 2:7).—The title of this les- 
son should remind us that the Lord Jesus 
Christ is not only Saviour, but also Coun- 
sellor (Isa. 9:6). He is “wonderful in 
counsel, and excellent in working” (Isa, 
28:29). All the exhortations of the 
Epistles should be regarded as His coun- 
sel. If that counsel is heeded, it will] 
make a believer an adornment to “the 
doctrine of God our Saviour in all 
things.” “Without counsel purposes are 
disappointed” (Prov. 15:22). All preach- 
ers and teachers, as they have oppor- 
tunity. should declare “all the counsel of 
God”: for “there are many devices in a 
man’s heart: nevertheless the counsel of 
the Lord, that shall stand” (Prov. 19:21). 


There are too many today who take 
counsel but not of the Lord. Counsellors 
today are legion, but many of them coun- 
sel according to their own ideas, theories, 
and imaginations. They have no confi- 
dence in the Word of God. As of old, 
the Lord is saying to such, “Woe unto 
them that seek deep to hide their counsel 
from the Lord, and their works are in 
the dark...” (Isa. 29:15). 

A grand thing about the Lord’s coun- 
sel is, it is free. In itself it is invaluable, 
but to us it is absolutely free. If one is 
in circumstances where he requires the 
services of a counsellor at law, he will 
generally find such counsel very expen- 
sive. This is so apparent that the story 
is going the rounds about the man who 
received a bill each time he asked his 
lawyer a question. One day he met the 
lawyer on the street and remarked, “This 
is a beautiful day, is it not!” Then, 
through fear that the lawyer would con- 
sider the statement a question for which 
he could send a bill, the client hastily 
added, “Remember I’m telling you, not 
asking you!” 

How sound the counsel in our verse! 
“Above all make your own life a pattern 
of right conduct, having in your teach- 
ing no taint of insincerity, but a serious 
tone, and healthy language which no one 
can censure, so that our opponents may 
feel ashamed at having nothing evil to 
Say against us” (Weymouth). 

Titus was a young man living at this 
time on the Isle of Crete, where the in- 
habitants were described by one of their 
own countrymen as “always liars, dan- 
gerous animals, idle gluttons.” 

It is evident that a liar does not love 
the truth for truth’s sake. A dangerous 
animal needs, but abominates, restraint; 
and an idle glutton cares for little save 
the gratification of his basest desires. 

What a powerful testimony a Christian 
man would be in the midst of such char- 
acters—especially if he were a pattern 
in good works! The Lord will not save 
a person on the ground of his works 
(Eph. 2:9), but counsels all who are

saved by grace, to be zealous of good 
works. 

The world is so evil today that if a 
person refrains from indulging in even 
such glaring sins as drinking, gambling, 
profanity, vulgarity, and immorality, he 
becomes a marked character. 

“For we ourselves also were sometimes 
foolish . . .” (Titus 3:3).—The apostle 
includes himself and Titus in his state- 
ment. We see ourselves in it. “A fearful 
indictment,” one called this verse. It is 
that, and it is a true indictment. Where 
is the person who can successfully con- 
tradict the inspired statement that “there 
was a time when we also were deficient 
in understanding, obstinate, deluded, the 
slaves of various cravings and pleasures, 
spending our lives in malice and envy, 
hateful ourselves and hating one an- 
other”? 

Iam reminded of the woman who tried

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to refute the charge. She said, “I do not 
hate anyone.” The war was raging at 
the time. In speaking about Hitler, she 
said, “I could kill him!”” Sooner or later 
we reveal ourselves, and it becomes ap- 
parent that God’s description of us is 
true. 


“But ... the kindness and love of God 
. appeared” (Titus 3:4).—What a con- 
trast! Our sins and guilt, God’s kindness 
and love! We all deserve His righteous 
judgment because of our sins. Instead 
of executing His wrath upon us, He 
manifests His great love toward us in 
sending His Son to die for us. He who 
knew no sin was made sin for us that we 
might be made the righteousness of God 
in Him. 
Thy name is Love! I hear it from yon 
cross; 
Thy name is Love! I read it in yon 
tomb; 
All meaner love is perishable dross, 
But this shall light me through time’s 
thickest gloom. 


“Not by works of righteousness which 
we have done...” (Titus 3:5).—Once 
more we are reminded that salvation is 
entirely apart from our works. How pro- 
foundly thankful we should be that such 
is the case! For after all, our very best 
works are characterized by imperfection. 
What a wretched basis for peace they 
would make, as we drew near the gates 
of death, and faced the prospects of 
meeting a holy God! 

A preacher sought to comfort and 
assure a dying parishioner by telling 
him what a grand life he had lived, and 
what wonderful works he had done. But 
the dying man saw the failures in his 
life, and the imperfection of his works, 
and was deeply distressed. It was not 
until the preacher called his attention to 
the finished work of the Lord Jesus for 
salvation, that the dying man felt ready 
to go.

. they which have believed ... 
maintain good works ...” (Titus 3:8).— 
When “saved,” “regenerated,” “justified,” 
and “made heirs,” as our lesson reveals, 
we should maintain good works to the 
glory of God and the eternal welfare of 
our fellow men. The Golden Text in 
connection with the lesson mentions such 
things as subjection and obedience to the 
powers that be; gentleness and meek- 
ness. During the War of Independence, 
a soldier was asked to help a group of 
soldiers to lift a heavy log. He refused 
and asked, “Don’t you know I’m the 
Corporal?” He was too big to serve. “All 
right,” said the other, “I’ll help them.” 
This helper turned out to be General 
Washington. Condescension is difficult 
for little people but it should come easy 
to believers.

AY, fellows, perhaps it would be just 

as well today for us to think of Titus, 
the young man to whom Paul wrote this 
three-chapter Letter, for he occupies a 
highly privileged place in the Bible as 
one of only three individuals to whom 
Paul addressed a letter—the other two 
being Timothy and Philemon. We know 
practically nothing of Titus’s antece- 
dents, except that they were Gentiles, 
and we can only suppose by inference 
that he might have been born and reared 
in Antioch. There it is thought by some 
that Paul first became acquainted with 
him, and in all probability Titus was led 
to Jesus Christ by him. Paul calls him 
“mine own son after the common faith” 
in Titus 1:4. Nor do we know how old 
Titus was, compared to Paul, but he was 
likely much younger, perhaps near the 
same age as young Timothy. 

But, fellows, it does not matter so 
much from whence and from whom and 
how he came; the thing which really 
matters is the fact that he was a faithful 
servant of the Lord Jesus Christ and that 
he was a great help and comfort to Paul 
the great apostle. Writing to the Corin- 
thians, Paul says, “For, when we were

rest, but we were troubled on every side: 
without were fightings, within were 
fears. Nevertheless God, that comfort- 
eth those that are cast down, comforted 
us by the coming of Titus” (2 Cor. 
7:5, 6). 

God’s great servant Paul was loaded 
down with a great task—doubtless the 
greatest task that amy mere man ever 
had to perform for God and his genera- 
tion—and all the generations to follow, 
including yours and mine. Much of the 
time he was in prison and, humanly 
speaking, entirely dependent upon out- 
side helpers. The young churches he 
had organized in various places over 
a wide territory had to be instructed, 
encouraged, and inspired; and Paul 
needed active, loyal, faithful, earnest 
men to be his messengers and representa- 
tives to those churches. Titus proved 
to be one of the best. Every mention 
of Titus in Paul’s Letters is commenda- 
tory. He was “solid gold.” 

God needs Tituses. He needs fellows 
who can play second fiddle and play it 
well. Only a few can be top leaders; 
the greater demand is for many helpers. 
May I suggest how you can be a Titus? 
There are many ways, and if you are 
willing to give the Lord some real serv- 
ice you will not have to wait long to 
know what He wants you to do. But I 
am thinking of one very practical thing 
you can do right now. You can be a 
help and a comfort to your pastor. If 
there is one thing a pastor craves, it 
is the loyal support and co-operation of 
his young people. You will perhaps never 
know what a joy it is to him to see 
you sitting quietly in your pew in the 
church service. In some churches the 
young people leave after the young peo- 
ple’s service is over and do not remain 
for the church service. That breaks a 
pastor’s heart. 

Titus honored his Lord in serving Paul 
the leader. You are honoring the Lord 
when you encourage your pastor. It may 
not seem to be important, but it is. And 
it is more important to you than to any- 
body else. Too, by showing your loy- 
alty in that way you will influence other 
young fellows to do the same. You could 
hardly undertake a finer task than get- 
ting the other members of your particu- 
lar group to join with you in a delight- 
ful surprise to your pastor next Sunday 
night. Just watch his face glow when 
you file into church with a dozen other 
fellows and take your places in a solid 
row in front of him. It would be worth 
all the effort. It would pay off in rich 
dividends. The best part of it is that 
it would honor your Lord. 

The church is His establishment. He 
calls it His “body.” Would you like to 
have the high honor of adorning the 
body of Jesus Christ? This is one of the 
ways you can do that very thing. If 
you will write me a letter telling me 
that you have lined up ten or a dozen 
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Lesson for September 20

UR lesson today is from the short 

Epistle to Titus. We know much less 
about the young man Titus than we do 
about Timothy, but all that we do know 
about him is good. 

Titus, like Timothy, was one of Paul’s 
converts, and he also was a comfort to 
him. He came to Paul right after the 
great riot at Ephesus, bringing such a 
good report about the Corinthian church 
that the heart of the great apostle was 
cheered. 

Afterward Titus was left by Paul in 
charge of the Lord’s work in Crete, and 
this Epistle gives him instructions to 
pass on to the believers of that island. 
They were young Christians, as we are, 
so we also can get help from this Epistle. 

Good works is one of the things em- 
phasized in Titus. Read Titus 1:16. This 
is a serious charge—professing to know 
God with the lips, but denying Him with 
the life. Do you know any professing 
Christians like that? They may go to 
church or Sunday school, but they cheat 
or lie or speak and act hatefully, just 
as if they had never been saved! A 
Christian who does that is not only wast- 
ing his own life, he is also a stumbling 
block to othars. And we may well doubt 
whether such a person ever was saved. 

We are going to read Titus 1:16 to the 
end of the Book. As we do, let us put 
on the blackboard every phrase we find 
containing the word “works.” We can 
start with “In works they deny him” 
and “Unto every good work reprobate.” 
These words surely suggest hypocrites 
rather than real believers in Christ. Let 
us pray that they may never be true 
of one of us! 


“A pattern of good works.” Isn’t that 
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a lovely phrase? That is what God 

wants His people to be. How can we? 
The next few words give one clue. We 
must watch our doctrine. Our beliefs 
must be constantly checked by the Word 
of God so that no false doctrine can find 
lodging in our minds and hearts. If 
we really believe the truths of God’s 
Word, we will have some realization of 
the awful judgment we, as sinners, de- 
served from God, and of the tremendous 
cost of our salvation. When we remem- 
ber these things we surely want to be 
“a pattern of good works.” 

“Zealous of good works.” God wants 
us to be watching for chances to do good. 
What can we do for some member of 
our family to show him that our profes- 
sion is genuine? Is there someone sick 
or old that we can help? Is there any- 
thing we can do for our Sunday school? 

“Ready to every good work.” Once I 
was in a Sunday school where the super- 
intendent asked, “Who will come if we 
have a work-night to paint the benches?” 
Not a hand went up. Then he asked, 
“Who will go out and invite someone 
this week to come next Sunday?” Not 
a hand went up. What was wrong with 
those young people? (They were not 
“ready to every good work.”) 

“Not by works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us.” We were saved 
by the grace of God. We do not do good 
works in order to be saved, but because 
we are saved. 

In both Titus 3:8 and 14 we read, 
“maintain good works.” That means 
“Keep it up.” It is easier to start a good 
work than to maintain it. We are not 
to get tired of doing good, but to keep 
right on as long as we live. We will 
get more satisfaction even now out of 
the time we spend doing good than the 
people do who live for their own pleas- 
ure, and in the next world we will re- 
ceive great rewards. 

This quarter we have been learning 
about Captain Allen Gardiner, who cer- 
tainly did spend his life doing “good 
works.” We left him and Mr. Hunt try- 
ing to get enough food together to feed 
a Patagonian chief with all his wives 
and children. This was quite an under- 
taking, but they thought it would show 
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their good intentions toward the people 
and help to establish friendly relations 
with them. But to their blank dismay, 
after this meal was over, the chief told 
them that he and his family wanted to 
eat all of their meals with them! He 
even issued special invitations to some of 
his warriors to eat with the mission- 
aries! He and his family practically 
took possession of everything Gardiner 
had. The missionaries prayed earnestly 
about the situation. 


One day, one of the chief’s children 
asked Gardiner for a tin cup. The mis- 
sionary refused because they really 
needed it, also fearing that if he agreed 
to this, the savages would soon ask for 
everything they possessed. The chief 
got very angry because his child’s re- 
quest was denied. He said it was an 
insult to the entire tribe, then rode off 
in a great rage. The missionaries knew 
that most likely he would return with 
enough warriors to massacre them, They 
asked the Lord, if it was His will, to 
prevent this. 

A day or two later they heard that 
the chief was coming back with his war- 
riors. Fearing that their last hour had 
come, they fastened the door of the 
mission house and knelt in prayer. Soon 
they heard frantic shouting outside, and 
found the natives were much excited 
because a ship was approaching. Gar- 
diner hoisted a handkerchief on a big 
stick, and soon after, a boat came in to 
the shore. The chief told Gardiner to 
tell the captain of the ship that his heart 
was with his white brother, and. that he 
wanted the missionaries to stay there 
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and teach them. Gardiner feared his 
words were insincere, but stil] these 
brave men of God decided to stay on in 
their dangerous and lonely station. If 
they left Patagonia, there would be no 
witness for Christ anywhere within 
reach; and the poor, degraded natives 
would never learn how they might have 
their sins forgiven. 

So the ship left the missionaries fresh 
supplies and then sailed off. As soon 
as the Patagonian chief felt certain that 
the boat was gone, leaving him nothing 
to fear from foreign guns, he demanded 
that Gardiner have all his warriors to 
dinner the next day.

Find the Book 
Paul wrote him. You Christian soldiers 
are going to have a sword drill about 
Titus. Do you know what the Chris- 
tian’s sword is? If not, look in Ephe- 
sians 6:17. When I say, “Christian sol- 
diers, attention!” sit up straight in your 
seats with Bibles at your sides. “Draw 
swords!” Lift them high over your heads. 
Then listen carefully for two directions. 
Repeat each after me. When I say, 
“Charge!” lower your Bibles, open, find 
the place, and answer as quickly as 
possible. If you are the first, write the 
answer on the blackboard. Then you 
are “out” for putting the answer on the 
board next time, though you may 
“charge” with the rest. 

Was Titus a Jew or a Greek? (Gal. 
9:3.) What does Paul call Titus? (2 Cor. 
2:13.) What does Paul call Titus in 2 
Corinthians 8:23? To what city did Paul 
take Titus? (Gal. 2:1.) What did Titus 
bring to discouraged Paul? (2 Cor. 7:6.) 
Whom did Paul send to finish the giving 
of the Corinthians? (2 Cor. 8:6.) Did 
Titus care for the Corinthian people? 
(2 Cor. 8:16.) How many questions did 
Paul ask about Titus? (2 Cor. 12:18.) 
Where did Paul leave Titus? (Titus 1:5.) 
Find another se Titus went (2 Tim. 
4:10). 

Can you find on the map an island 
named Crete? Can you tell by the map 
whether Paul ever was there? Yes, the 
line shows his boat stopped there on the 
way to Rome. Afterward came the ter- 
rible storm and shipwreck. Perhaps it 
was during the time they stayed on the 
island that Paul started some Christian 
churches (Acts 27:7-12). Perhaps other 
Christians started them. Later, when 
Paul was safely out of prison, he and 
Titus visited there, and then Paul trav- 
eled on, leaving Titus in charge to get 
the churches going strong. Some things 
he wrote Titus are good for boys and 
girls in school as well as Christians on 
the island of Crete. (National Geographic 
Magazine, December, 1930, Plate IV, 
shows Cretan costumes.) 

Read the following letter and make ap- 
plication especially to school situations. 
The last paragraph may be applied to 
the lesson of September 6. The Memory 
Verse is Titus 3:1, 2. 

To Titus, my true son in the faith we 

both have: 

Remind the Christians to show re- 
Spect to those in authority over them, 
to obey officers, to.be willing to do any 
good thing, not to say mean things about 
anyone, not to be quarreling, but will- 
ing to give up their own way, showi ing 
perfect courtesy toward everyone. 

It is true, and I want you to insist 
on these things, that Christians do good 
deeds, such things as are fine and help- 
ful to. people.

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say quite simply, “I told you a lie.” 
Then, after explaining, she added, 
“Please, will you forgive me?” How 


happy the lady was when Patsy had 
come to her (for she, of course, had 
known al] along that Patsy had lied). 
How glad she was to forgive Patsy! 
How glad she was to know that Patsy 
was already beginning to grow as a 
Christian should. 

All of that happened a few years ago 
when Patsy was not much bigger than 
you are now. But today Patsy is quite 
grown up, for she is in high school. It 
has been some time since she received 
the Lord Jesus. Does she still live for 
Him? Does she still hear His voice when 
He speaks to her? Does she ask His for- 
giveness the moment He tells her she has 
done something wrong? Indeed she does! 
Does she live to please the Lord Jesus 
in school? Her schoolmates say so. Per- 
haps you are saying to yourself, “Well, 
maybe when she’s away from home she 
lives as a Christian should. But it’s 
probably a different thing when she’s 
home.” That is where you are wrong! 
For even Patsy’s mother said recently, 
“Patsy is surely a good girl. I never 
have to worry about her. She is very 
obedient. She always helps me and does 
the things she should here at home. She 
never goes any place that she should 
not go. She lets me know where she 
is if she can’t get home on time. Why 
even the neighbors say how fortunate 
we are to have a daughter like Patsy.’ 

How is it possible that Patsy can do so 
many good things? It is because she be- 
longs to the Lord Jesus Christ. He it 
is that helps her (and all Christians) 
every minute each day. When the Apos- 
tle Paul wrote his Letters he mentioned 
many times the importance of doing 
“good works” (Titus 2:7; Eph. 2:10; 1 
Tim. 5:10; 6:17-19; see also 1 Pet. 2:12; 
1 John 3:17-20.) God’s Word is very clear 
in its teaching that only those who be- 
long to the Lord Jesus are capable of 
good works that please Him (Isa. 64:6; 
Psa. 14:1-3). 

In Paul’s Letter, after telling Titus (and 
us!) to be an example of good works 
(2:7), he said definitely that he (and 
we) should obey (3:1) those who are in 
charge of us in this world. He had men- 
tioned this before (Rom. 13:1-7). Obe- 
dience is something which comes hard to 
everyone—no matter how grown up they 
may be. But obedience is something 
which pleases God more than some other 
things (1 Sam. 15:22). It is not always 
easy to obey Mother. But if we belong 
to the Lord Jesus, He will help us to 
do it. Sometimes we don’t like to obey 
our teachers at school. But not to do so, 
makes the Lord Jesus Christ, God’s dear 
Son, very unhappy. 

Right after mentioning the importance 
of obedience, Paul tells Titus again that 
good works are important (3:lb). Paul 
knew that Titus and all early Christians 
might be made fun of and cruelly treated 
for their faith in the Lord Jesus. For 
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those people and for us, Paul wrote that 
the true Christian is not to say nasty 
things about others, he is not to be pick- 
ing fights with others, not always want- 
ing his own way. It is only possible to live 
like this as we ask Christ Jesus to help 
us. He wants to help us. Are we will- 
ing to let Him help us?

“Lupusi, why didn’t you come to 
school yesterday?” asked his village 
teacher one morning. 

“I didn’t want to come,” said the boy 
with a scowl. 

“If you don’t come more regularly 
you won't be able to learn as much as 
you should, and, besides, it is a rule 
which you must keep, or else—” 

—“Or else,” said Lupusi, breaking in 
rudely. “Well, I'm too big now for you 
to punish because I stay away from 
school. I’m going to do as I choose 
from today. I’m sick of school, any- 
way.

However, two Christian youths saw 
him, and, being suspicious because of 
what he had been threatening, they fol- 
lowed him.

“I never meant to kill Piri. I did it in 
self-defense. They had no business to 
follow me.” 

“But, Lupusi, you know you cherished 
hatred toward me and were resolved to 
pay me back as you told many in the 
village. An evil spirit in the heart can 
lead to terrible results, and you should 
thank God that Piri will recover, for it 
might not have been so. Only if you 
give yourself over into Christ’s keeping 
can you overcome your passionate tem- 
per. You cannot do what you like in 
life without causing much trouble. My 
boy, you are one who will be a leader 
either for good or ill. I covet you for 
my Lord and Master.”

Over the Goal Posts 
(Phil. 3:1-16)

E SAW last week, among other 

things, the need for having a defi- 
nite objective for the work of your 
young people’s group for the fall and 
winter months ahead, and the impor- 
tance of going to God to learn what that 
objective is, so that you may not be 
wasting time and effort in directions 
that He cannot bless. This week our 
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topic suggests a study of the ways and 
means whereby those objectives can be 
achieved. The world is full of good 
starters who are poor finishers. Per- 
haps you have already met some of them 
in your young people’s work—individ- 
uals who will gladly and enthusiastically 
start a project, but who soon lose inter- 
est and initiative when the going gets 
hard, or when other, and seemingly more 
attractive, interests appear. 
$e 

In the Scripture portion chosen for 
this week’s topic, Paul warns against 
having confidence “in the flesh” (v. 3). 
In this term, “the flesh,” is included all 
that has to do with the old nature, or 
the natural man. Now there are certain 
characteristics of the natural or unre- 
generate man that may appear very at- 
tractive and commendable in themselves. 
Paul mentions his zeal in persecuting 
the Christians, by which he thought he 
was doing God a favor. He mentions his 
righteousness “according to the law,” for 
he kept the letter of the Law zealously 
before he met Christ on the Damascus 
road. And we, today, often see in others, 
and perhaps in ourselves, certain good 
qualities, such as an affable disposition, 
an ability to get along well with others, 
will power and determination, and a cer- 
tain amount of natural zeal, all of which 
may tempt us to think that the Christian 
objectives that God has set before us can 
be achieved through these, easily and 


‘without difficulty. But Paul’s warning 


comes to us to have no confidence in 
these things, not that they are to be elim- 
inated or discouraged, but rather that 
these natural gifts, in themselves, cannot 
enable us to reach the goal that God has 
set for us. Paul, who had all of these 
natural qualities, nevertheless came to 
the place where he was willing to count 
them all as refuse in order that he might 
know the Lord Jesus Christ and be 
found in Him, not trusting in his own 
righteousness, but in the righteousness 
of Christ and in the enabling and 
strength which Christ alone can supply 
(vs. 7-9). 
ye 

Now let us not misunderstand. Paul 
does not mean that a Christian believer 
is to be rude, or unlovable, or lazy, or 
to have no zeal or enthusiasm, or, in 
other words, to be a mere “damp rag” in 
the Christian life. There is all the room 
in the world for the most attractive and 
desirable qualities of character, but Paul 
is warning us here against depending 
on these things to get us through. A 
Christian needs something more. He 
needs the characteristics of the Lord 
Jesus Christ Himself. Which of us can 
honestly say that our good disposition, 
or our zeal, or enthusiasm has not often 
failed us at the very time when strength 
was needed? We need the unfailing 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ in our 
hearts, the ninefold fruit of the Spirit 
mentioned in Galatians 5:22, 23. You 
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may say that that would be a miracle 
in your life, or the life of any other 
Christian. And that is just exactly what 
it is—the miracle life of the Lord Jesus 
working out through us, in spite of the 
limitations of our own nature, 


se 
It is this, the resurrection power of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, that Paul wanted 
to know (v. 10), and it is that resurrec- 
tion power that will make it possible 
for us, as individuals and as a group, 
to reach the objectives that God holds 
before us for the coming year. 
we 


Notice, too, that Paul never looked 
upon himself as having arrived. He saw 
that there were always new fields ahead 
to be conquered and new situations to be 
met and won (vs. 12, 13). His longing 
desire was that he might lay hold of 
that for which Christ had laid hold of 
him (v. 12). That can well be our burn- 
ing ambition for the coming year. God 
has had His purpose in bringing each 
one of us to this present place. He has 
His purpose in bringing your young peo- 
ple’s group together. Shall not our long- 
ing desire be that we might, by His 
grace, fulfill that purpose for which He 
has brought us thus far?

And notice also that Paul was not con- 
tent just to be an “average Christian.” 
He wanted to be a prize winner (v. 14). 
In Hebrews 12:1 and 2 he’ tells us how 
we may be such a winner—by laying 
aside every weight, or hindrance, and 
every sin, and running with persever- 
ance the race before us, looking to the 
Lord Jesus who is not only the Origi- 
nator or Designer of our Christian way, 
but also the Perfecter of it, who will 
see to it that we reach the goal.

An Exegetical Commentary on the 
Gospel According to St. Matthew. By 
Alfred Plummer. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $5.) 
New Testament studies have advanced 
tremendously since this masterpiece of 
reverent scholarship was _ published 
nearly a half century ago; yet it is surely 
no exaggeration to say that Plummer’s 
commentary is still the outstanding 
Study of the First Gospel, in the Eng- 
lish language, or in any language very 
probably. For a discriminating treat- 
ment of the historical and religious as- 
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pects of Matthew’s inspired record, to- 
gether with a penetrating exegesis of 
the text, there is nothing that excels 
this theological classic, and in reissuing 
it the publisher has rendered an out- 
standing service to evangelicalism. 

Dr. Plummer takes account of critical 
problems (cf. p. x); and unfortunately 
even concedes, for instance, that some of 
our Lord’s sayings may have been in- 
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advertently misrepresented (p. 327). But the school publication, The PRAIRIE 
the author is nevertheless a firm believer ban ace pe — += Par tte 
in the deity of Jesus Christ (p. 30), His and “Crowded to Christ.” 


virgin birth (p. 3ff), His sinlessness (p. PRAIRIE BIBLE INSTITUTE 

7), the reality of His miracles (pp. 38, Three Hills, berta, Canada. 
51), His transfiguration (p. 239), and His 
resurrection (p. 419). Moreover, he de- 
fends the historicity of the Gospel, and 
scornfully dismisses negative critics like 
M. Loisy (p. xxxiii). Confessing the 
presence of difficulties where they exist 
(pp. 3, 23, 414), he deals with problems 
of interpretation honestly, luminously, 
and, as a rule, convincingly. Lacking a 
dispensational perspective, he explains 
the Sermon on the Mount and the great 
prophetic discourse of Matthew 24 in a 
fashion that will certainly not satisfy 
some premillenarians. Yet, all in all, 
this distinguished commentary will be 
of profit to every reader’s mind and 
heart.

The Lord’s Prayer, then, is to be 
prayed by Christians—not as vain repe- 
tition, but as Christ Himself illustrated 
its use in Luke. Though He could not 
have prayed it for Himself, and though 
it should never degenerate to an empty 
form, it is still the great example of all 
prayer. Later revelation adds the name 
of Christ and emphasizes the gracious 
character of forgivenes, but the prayer 
still fulfills its intended purpose. 

Dr. McGee takes each petition and 
with practical applications shows the rel- 
evance of eagh for today. His emphasis 
on Christian virtue is helpful and much 
needed. 


John Wesley’s New Testament. Com- 
pared With the Authorized Version. The 
Crusaders Edition. Introduction by 
Bishop Fred Pierce Corson. (The John 
C. Winston Co., Philadelphia 7; $2.50.) 
This edition is published on the 250th 
anniversary of Wesley’s birth (1803) and 
in anticipation of the 200th anniversary 
of its first publication (1855). Wesley 
had long recognized the need of a trans- 
lation “chiefly for plain, unlettered men” 
(preface, p. ix). In 1855, being detained 
from traveling and preaching by a seri- 
ous illness, he settled down to the work 
of translation, which resulted in his 
version of the New Testament, for which 
he had begun preparation more than 
twenty-five years before. 

Wesley followed very closely the style 
of the King James Version. The Cru- 
saders Edition passages varying from the 
King James Version are printed in 
italics. From the jacket we learn that 
“of the twelve thousand deviations from 
the King James Version in John Wes- 
ley’s translation, three quarters ... have 
been incorporated into later revised edi- 
tions.” “Most of the changes Wesley 
made have been accepted by scholars 
who came after him” (preface). 

There is every evidence of sincere ef- 
fort to be faithful to the Greek original. 
This reviewer has found no indication 
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of any doctrinal bias in the rendering of 
the key passages. The Wesley transla- 
tion is delightful reading. It has some- 
thing of the freshness of the language 
of a man accustomed to speaking to com- 
mon people. However, the common peo- 
ple to whom Wesley preached were more 
familiar than our modern American 
mixed population with Elizabethan Eng- 
lish of the King James Version. Wesley 
did not in any way attempt to supply a 
translation in modern English. 


Concise Bible Commentary. By W. K. 
Lowther Clarke. (The Macmillan Co., 
New York 11; $7.) Written by the edi- 
torial secretary of the Society for the 
Propagation of Christian knowledge, 
this product of life-long scholarship is 
a compendium of 996 pages which in- 
cludes twenty-eight articles on major 
theological and Biblical subjects, an in- 
troduction to- each of the canonical 
books, plus a running exegesis, a glos- 
sary, lesson-outlines, and a treatment of 
the Apocrapha. 

While the industry and erudition dis- 
played are unquestionably praiseworthy, 
the work as a whole is sadly disappoint- 
ing. Not only does it suffer from the 
deficiencies that mar any singlehanded 
exposition of Holy Scripture in its en- 
tirety (indeed, Clarke admits: “In prac- 
tice no man can be an expert in all the 
branches of study which form the ideal 
commentator,” p. 311); not only is much 
of the discussion sadly limited (less than 
a page, for instance, is devoted to the 
text of Jonah, pp. 604, 605); but, more 
serious by far is the view of revelation 
which Clarke advances and illustrates. 
He criticizes Liberalism, to be sure, yet 
his commentary is really a distillation 
of Higher Criticism. Thus he accepts 
the Graf-Wellhausen hypothesis regard- 
ing the origin of the Pentateuch (pp. 
334-339); he is skeptical about the his- 
toricity of the patriarchs (p. 340); he 
questions the reliability of the Exodus 
account (p. 357) and the Joshua nar- 
rative (p. 394); he thinks that the Fourth 
Gospel was written by “John of Ephesus, 
a Jew who had been a disciple of the 
apostle” (p. 772); he holds, in connection 
with the Pastoral Epistles, that the evi- 
dence is “generally considered strong 
enough to rule out Paul as the author” 
(p. 892). And similar examples might be 
indefinitely multiplied to sustain the 
judgment that this commentary is a dis- 
tillation of Higher Criticism. It has value 
of course for reference purposes, yet— 
to use Clarke’s own phrase in a differ- 
ent context—it is “a hangover from 
19th century rationalism.” 


The Mystery Ship—By John Bechtel. 
(Van Kampen Press, Wheaton, II1., $1.50.) 
Yeuk-hon and Ma-hoh of Hong Kong had 
promised each other a vacation together. 
But the boat, Hoi Sing, on which Yeuk- 
hon was apprentice seaman, had received 
a strange SOS and must sail again within 
an hour for pirate-infested Bias Bay. 
Fortunately, however, Marine Superin-

along as guest. So the boys settled down 
for a voyage that would promise a ten- 
parts happiness were it not for the surly 
nature of Mr. Hon, supply wireless oper- 
ator. 

Then came a series of peculiar hap- 
penings—a fake call of “Man overboard!”; 
a pirate identification disk found on 
deck; and the sudden failure of the wire- 
less. Ship’s Captain Lee who was be- 
ginning to smell a rat, finally proposed 
that the boys sneak ashore in Bias Bay 
to see what they could discover. Having 
climbed a hill which was directly over 
the pirates’ cave, the boys planned to 
turn and report when an astonishing 
sight held their eyes seaward. Plainly 
Captain Lee was being brought ashore a 
prisoner! The plot was clear now and 
only prayer and faith enabled the lads 
to do the impossible. Surprisingly, too, 
the changed Mr. Hon figured largely in 
their escape and the arrest of the pirates. 
It was evident that the Christian testi- 
mony of Yeuk-hon and Ma-hoh had 
borne unexpected fruit. Missionary 
Bechtel has woven the story around a 
true account that appeared in the Hong 
Kong newspapers. 


The Tithe. By George A. E. Salstrand. 
(Baker Book House, Grand Rapids 6, 
Mich., 85 cents.) Professor of New Tes- 
tament Interpretation and Evangelism at 
the Tennessee Temple School, and ad- 
ministrative dean of the Zion College in 
Chattanooga, Dr. Salstrand in this fifty- 
three-page study attempts to establish 
the thesis that “the tithe of the Christian’s 
income should be the minimum stand- 
ard of Christian giving” (p. 51). Lean- 
ing heavily upon the two-volume work 
by Dr. Henry Lansdell, “The Sacred 
Tithe,” he buttresses his case by appeal- 
ing to the practice among pagan people 
in ancient times, the Old Testament ref- 
erences, the example and teaching of 
Jesus and Paul on this matter, and the 
pronouncements of the Church Fathers. 
He also devotes a chapter to “Practical 
Reasons for Tithe Giving.” 

Admittedly Dr. Salstrand says many 
things that are valid, but it is highly 
questionable whether he has proved his 
thesis by stringent exegesis. In fact, he 
sums up his discussion of Paul’s doctrine 
regarding this point by admitting: 
“While he does not command a Chris- 
tian to tithe in so many words, yet by 
his standard as a Jew, which surely was 
not lowered when he became a Chris- 
tian, he teaches by example to give, at 
least, the tithe” (p. 38). And such in- 
ference is permissible, no doubt, pro- 
vided it is not made the basis of a covert 
legalism, 


The Companion Bible (King James 
Version in shortened form). William A. 
Cooke, compiler. (The John C. Winston 


Co., Philadelphia 7; $3.50.) This reprint 
edition will be welcomed by many who 
appreciate the paragraph form and the 
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omission of verse and chapter numbers. 
The words are those of the King James 
Version “in shortened form.” 

With reference to the omisssion of “ob- 
scure passages” in the Old Testament, 
the editor says in the preface, “the grain 
has been winnowed from the straw, the 
wheat from the chaff”! We do not ob- 
ject to a book of excerpts from the 
Bible, and, since that is what “The Com. 
panion Bible” really is, many have re- 
ceived a blessing in the reading of the 
portions of Scripture that are given. 
However, we strenuously object to the 
notion that any part of the Bible is 


“chaff” or “straw.” In the “Compiler’s 
Comment” (p. 275), the reader is fur- 
ther told that “many uninteresting de- 
tails” and “meaningless names” have 


been omitted, and that “in this way it is 
hoped that all worthwhile features (!) 
have been retained.” 

“The Bible in its entirety contains 
31,173 verses. whereas “The Companion 
Bible’ includes only 7.454” (preface). It 
is thus evident that the compiler of “The 
Companion Bible” regards three-fourths 
of the Bible as not “worthwhile.” 


261 Handcrafts and Fun for Little Ones. 
By Eleanor Doan. (Zondervan Pub. 
House, Grand Rapids 2, Mich., paper, 
$1.50.) “I made it myself!’"—how children 
delight in this accomplishment! The 
problem of finding simple and inex- 
pensive projects for the preschool and 
Primary age child may be solved here. 
African huts to illustrate a missionary 
story, simple gifts that the child can 
make for others, as well as toys and 
games are among the many excellent 
projects given. The useful illustrations, 
suggestions for the application of the 
handcraft to the spiritual life of the 
child, and a complete list of the easily 
obtained materials required in its eight- 
een sections all combine with other help- 
ful features to make this book invalu- 
able to teachers and parents of young 
children. 


Comfort for Christians. By Arthur W. 
Pink. (Bible Truth Depot, Swengel, 
Union County, Pa., $1.75.) “I do not 
doubt God’s power to help me, but I 
sometimes doubt His willingness to do 
so.” Thus spake a young Christian, blind 
from his babyhood. It was for such as 
he that these messages were first spoken, 
then written. The author has sought to 
arrange in logical order the exceeding 
great and precious promises of God’s 
Word. What a comfort to know that 
“there is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them that are in Christ Jesus.” 
What a comfort to know “what is the 
hope of his calling, and what the riches 
of the glory of his inheritance in the 
saints.” What a comfort to know that 
even the death of His saints is precious 
in the sight of the Lord. As the Chris- 
tian reads these and many other promises 
of the Word he cannot help saying, 
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“What more can He say than to me He 
hath said?” The author has the happy 
faculty of getting the meat out of every 
promise. What he finds is so obvious 
when pointed out that we wonder why 
we did not see it for ourselves. At this 
very time doubtless you know of one 
of God’s children in sorrow. Get a copy 
of Mr. Pink’s book and give it to him. 
As he reads you will see the light of 
glory beam from his face. 


Treasury of Stewardship Illustrations. 
By Basil Miller. (The Warner Press, 
Anderson, Ind., $2.) From many and 
varied sources are taken this collection 
of short stories on stewardship in action. 
Tithing of money is seen to be only one 
phase of the subject, for stewardship 
involves the whole of life as well as of 
possessions. There are incidents of how 
this principle worked out in the lives 
of ministers, missionaries, businessmen, 
children, converts on the mission field, 
and others. The wide range covered 
is shown in the classification of the mate- 
rial under various heads, such as Chris- 
tian stewardship of self, of time. of 
prayer. of giving, of money, and tithing. 
The closing chapter is made up of some 
striking “Stewardship Slogans and 
Quotes.”

Cross-week-sung in New Jersey. Even 
he looked with awe and amazement at 
the power of the Gospel upon those igno- 
rant savages. Men, women, and children 
bowed in their hundreds under deep con- 
viction of sin, full of distress of soul, 
crying for mercy and forgiveness. David 
Brainerd died at the age of twenty-nine 
years in 1747. 

What was the secret of his power? 
Listen to him at prayer, as recorded in 
his diary: 

“I think my soul was never drawn 
out in intercession for others as it has 
been tonight. I hardly ever so longed 
to live to God and to be altogether de- 
voted to Him. I wrestled for the ingather- 
ing of souls, for multitudes of poor souls 
personally in many places.

dark that I was wet all over with sweat. 
But did not my dear Lord sweat blood 
for such poor souls as these?

Fri.—1 Timothy 3:1-7. Advice to Pastors. 


PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “If a man know 
not how to rule his own house, how 
shall he take care of the church of God?” 
The main work of ministry is the edifica- 
tion of the Church in faith, hope, and 
love, which are in Christ Jesus. Quali- 
fications for this integrating (building) 
work are definitely indicated here and 
in some other passages of Scripture 
These things said to ministers by the 
Spirit of God relating to marital, social, 
domestic, and other duties, unless taken 
to heart and followed, will result in dev- 
astating experiences to ministers and 
their people (see 4:16). Pray for the 
pastors in your city, town, or village. 


Sat.—1 Timothy 3:8-16. 
Advice to Deacons 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “Likewise must 
the deacons be grave.” God demands of 
His churches that they maintain Gospel 
standards in their choice of deacons, as 
in the case of ministers. The moral and 
spiritual standard for a deacon coincides 
with that of ministers (note v. 12). These 
divine directions for selecting deacons 
should be solemnly read in churches and 
given to nominating committees before 
electing officers. Failure in elections 
means there surely will be dereliction of 
duty. Pray for all church officials. 


Sun.—Psalm 133. Living in Unity. 

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “Behold, how 
good and how pleasant it is for breth- 
ren to dwell together in unity!” 
Causes of disunity among people of 
God are found in our natural, or 
Adamic nature, ignorance, and known 
disobedience. Let it be remembered 
that all who confess Jesus Christ as 
the Son of God, and own that He died 
and rose again are members of the 
“household of faith.” With all such 
let us be friendly even though they 
do not live on the same “denomina- 
tional street” where we have taken up 
our residence. We all have spiritual 
maladies and so it does not behoove 
us to dislike others who have them. 
They are, as we, sheep in His pasture. 
Sheep are not fighting creatures like 
Pray for your fellow believers.
